FOR REDUCTION OF PRICES. 
“It appears from the able report of 
Superintendent Carrington that the books 


j selected by the commission in 1897 have 
in the main been satisfactory, but it is 
thought that the list should now be re- 
vised. There have been difficulties in 
some parte of t state in securing books 
when needed, and it is thought that action 
should be taken looking to a reduction of 
the present prices. 

“Obpviourly it is the duty of the general 
assembly to enact such legislation as will 
_pecure the very best school books at the 
‘lowest price, to be furnished to the 
schools without delay and unnecessary 
‘annoyance to the patrons.

“The divorce question will be near solu- 
tion when society recognizes but one moral 
code for both sexes. As long as there is 
a double code—one for the man, the other 
for the woman—the divorce question as 
well as several, others cannot be settled.“ 
said Mrs. John Green, chairman of the Cur- 
rent Topics section of the Wednesday Club. 
Her statement was in response to a ques- 
tion propounded by me in regard to the di- 
vorce bill lately presented to the Missouri 
General Assembly by Col. John Crisp. 
Col. Crisp is a representative from Jack- 
son County, and he has notions on the di- 
vorce question. He believes that divorces 
should never be granted except for the rea- 
son called justifiable by the Bible. He likes 
not the present Missouri law on the sub- 
ject which he classes as “loose.” 

At present divcrces may be secured in 
Missouri for 11 different reasons. Col. Crisp 
would like to strike them all out with one 
exception. He is even doubtful as to 
whether there should be such an excep- 


tion. 
Mrs. Green does rot altogether agree with 


him. 

“T believe that there are times when dl- 
vorce is necessary.“ she said. For in- 
stance, suppose that a woman married a 
man who, after the marriage, became guilty 
of some crime. Were she a refined, sensi- 
tive woman he could never be quite the 
same to her as before. Association with 
him would be lowering to herself-respect 
and a burden that she ought not to be 
asked to bear. Of course she might be 
able to forgive him and to remain his wife. 
It would depend upon her temperamen:. 
However, should she desire a divorce, I 
think that she should be given one. 


HE IS TO BE PITIED. 
“Tf the trouble was drunkenness I should 
look on it in a different light. Drunken- 
ness is a disease and a man so afflicted Is 
to be pitied.
